WASHINGTON, Oct. 1 (JP) — The 
adm inistration announced today it 
will stand pat on its order author­ 
izing federal civilian agencies to 
withhold Information from the pub­ 
lic for security reasons.

NEW YORK, Oct. 1 (JP) —Britain

The delay was granted, over B rit­ 
ish objections, after Sir Gladwyn 
Jebb had assailed Iran ’s “arbitrary** 
actions in the oil nationalization 
question. 
Earlier, the council blocked by a 
vote of 9 to 2 a Russian effort to 
prevent its considering the British- 
Iranian dispute. 
Jebb opened the British case a t 
Flushing Meadow after a hurried 
flight from Britain. He told the 
council the Iranian government is 
rushing madly down a steep hill in 
pursuit of an illusory objective and 
th at it is “essential for the council 
to do something to arrest this ap­ 
parently suicidal process.”

Senate 
Vs. House On Taxes 
Ay the 1951 Revenue bill goes to conference 
committee, the total tax boast estimated from it i.s 
much less than recommended by the President, con­ 
siderably less than originally voted by the House. 
The President in a letter of September 20 to Vice 
President Barkley as presiding officer of the Senate 
reiterated the original Truman recommendation of 
$10 billion more. The House on June 22 had adopted 
a $7 2 billion bill. The Senate Finance Committee 
pared that amount to $5.5 billion. Chairman George 
(D., Ga.), however, says that this estimate is low and 
that the committee version would produce additional 
revenue of about $6 billion/ 
The likelihood is that the conference committee 
will finally report a bill more nearly like the Senate 
than the House version. And the further likelihood 
is that the House, eager to get home, will quickly 
agree to the conference report. 
- 
All revenue bills must originate in th e House. But 
although the constitutional originator of revenue, the 
House in recent years has proved more and more 
willing to defer to the S en ate on ta x bills. 
As a result of the unfavorable course of the 
Korean War during the summer of 1950, the 1950 
revenue act was almast entirely a Senate product. 
Four days after the war had started, on June 29, the 
House had voted a bill which would have cut excise 
taxes so deeply that, despite a rise in corporation taxes, 
a net revenue loss would have resulted. 
President Truman on July 25 asked the Senate to 
raise taxes on individuals and corporations by $5 
billion. The final bill clasely followed the President’s 
prescription. Revenue-losing provisions of the House 
bill were eliminated, and the House went along. 
There was no new revenue act in 1949. In 1948 
the Senate rewrote the House tax bill so as to lop $1.7 
billion from the House tax reduction. The House 
accepted the Senate’s less generous treatment of the 
taxpayers. 
The Senate, however, was the greater tax reducer 
immediately after World War II. The Senate voted 
retroactive reductions in excess-proflts taxes for small 
corporations, repeal of the tax at the end of 1945. The 
House had wanted to keep that tax through 1946, but 
agreed to repeal after the conferees had eliminated 
the Senate provision for retroactive reductions. 
The Senate Finance Committee in 1944 had liber­ 
alized renegotiation of war contract sections of the 
revenue bill to the point that four committee members 
charged that the bill would breed “a new crop of war 
millionaires” Public reaction caused the committee 
to revise its bill while this was still in debate on the 
Senate floor. 


Parcel Post Costs More 
Higher rates for parcel post (fourth class) pack­ 
ages, except books, went into effect yesterday. At some 
future date, as yet unannounced, higher rates will be 
imposed on books, also a surcharge on parcel past 
packages of such unusual size that they are not 
handled in ordinary mail sacks. 
On other classes of mail matter, higher rates are 
to go into effect soon. The Senate and the House voted 
for different increases in the several categories, with 
the differehces to be ironed out by a conference 
committee. 
Except for parcel post, postal service charges are 
fixed by Congress. A 1926 law prescribes that parcel 
post rates shall be set by the postmaster general, with 
the approval of the Interstate Commerce Commission. 
The ICC approved the new parcel post increases 
proposed by the postmaster general, except those on 
books. The ICC made its own suggestions on book 
rate Increases, and is waiting for new proposals by 
the P. H. G. along the lines it suggested. The ICC 
accepted the P. M. G.’s idea of a surcharge on unusual 
parcel past packages, but he has yet to work one out. 
The Post Office Department’s cost-ascertainment 
figures show that in the fiscal year 1950 (figures for 
1951 not yet available), parcel po st w as carried at a 
net lass of $78 million. This came to 14 per cent of 
the Department’s to tal deficit of $546 million. The 
new increases in all classes of mail matter are 
expected to reduce the deficit little, because Congress 
has voted substantial wage increases for the pastal 
employes, and there are some half a million of these. 


Plenty Of Rubber 
From the consumers* point of view the downward 
direction of wool and rubber prices is good news. That 
new suit and those new tires shouldn’t cast any more 
and may cost a bit less than you’ve been expecting 
to pay, despite the inflationary factors that are still 
tending to push prices up. The price of Australian 
wool got so high that the market suddenly began to 
clam up. 
As for rubber—there are two good reasons why 
it’s plentiful in America. One: The government as 
the sole importer of natural rubber has stockpiled 
enough to last maybe four years, and is still buying 
from Southeast Asia. Two: The government’s syn­ 
thetic rubber plants, after a post-war shutdown, are 
producing at the rate of a million tons £ year. 
From the roundup in the Wall Street Journal we 
gather that the rubber manufacturing industry—tires 
use 68 per cent of all rubber—is being offered more 
rubber, natural and synthetic, than it can use. And 
this Is the time of year when the tire market declines 
anyway. 
So you’ve noticed that new cars have spare tires 
again? Well, that’s no accident. The rubber industry 
has even revived the talk of making highway pave­ 
ments out of rubber. 
Did we hear somebody holler something about 
rubber being either a least or a famine? 


Tog's Splendor 
Albania Is a small Adriatic land, of approximately 
the area of New Hampshire or Maryland, whose 
population of 1.000.000 consists of peasants. Its total 
holdings in gold and foreign exchange on December 
31, 1945, were worth $82,000. 
That, of course, was after it had been liberated 
from German and Italian occupation, thereafter to 
fall, as events proved, into Communist control. Never­ 
theless, when one reads that former King Zog made a 
down payment on long-disused Long Lsland mansion 
with a bucket of diamonds and rubies, and that he 
wants to bring a suite of 115 persons to Muttontown, 
L. I., it Is obvious that the pickings while Zog was king 
of Albania were substantial. 
It’s not important, except as an exhibit on how 
lucrative the kingship of even an impoverished land 
can be. Lucrative, too, for the estate which owns the 
Long Island, furnished and vacant for 12 years—one 
of those establishments which few Americans now 
have the resources (after taxes) to maintain and 
which, in this case, the Soviet Union seems not to 
have rented.

Curable Deafness 


Certain types of deafness are cur­ 
able but unless the disorder is recog­ 
nised and treated the individual will 
continue to be hard of hearing. 
Some persons even go so far as to 
obtain a hearing aid before sub­ 
m itting to examination. A middle 
aged m an did this and was embar­ 
rassed when his hearing was re­ 
stored after a physician removed 
wax plugs from his ears. 
The need for determining whether 
deafness exists is vital in pre-school 
children. There are m any reasons 
for this,, the most im portant center­ 
ing about the education of the child. 
The youngster who is hard of hear­ 
ing misses so many words, he has 
difficulty learning to talk properly. 
The defect also may have a pro­ 
found effect upon his emotional 
system. Unless the situation is real­ 
ized, 
parents 
and 
kindergarten 
teachers may conclude th at the 
child is mentally retarded or suffer­ 
ing from a speech disorder or word 
deafness. 


This explains why our school 
health authorities want to test the 
hearing of all youngsters. In the 
regions where this project has been 
carried out, approximately 5 per cent 
of all pre-schoolers were found to 
be suffering from varying degrees 
of hearing loss. Once the preliminary 
screening was over, a more detailed 
study was suggested to trace the 
origin of the disturbance. W hen thi* 
routine was followed, the outcome 
was astonishing. In one group th at 
received medical treatm ent, 85 per 
cent showed Improvement; 65 per 
cent reached the normal range of 
hearing. These results speak for 
themselves and emphasize the value 
of early detection and the need for 
locating the cause. When a remedy 
is not available most authorities 
recommend th at all partially deaf­ 
ened young children be given a 
hearing aid to overcome the usual 
handicaps associated with the effect. 
If the ear canal is obstructed by 
wax, its removal restores hearing 
within a few minutes. Lass of hear­ 
ing also may stem from blockage of 
the Eustachian tubes, the passage-­ 
ways th at connect the ear and 
throat. The same thing may result 
from swollen adenoids. This lymph 
tissue is located in the roof of the 
throat near the back part of the 
nose. This area also is the site of 
the openings of 
the Eustachian 
tubes and when adenoidal tissue 
swells, blockage is likely to occur. 
In the past this puffiness generally 
was ascribed to infection and surgi­ 
cal removal of adenoids was the 
treatm ent of choice. During World 
W ar II, however, the use of radium 
for this purpose became popular. 
Special applicators were devised and 
the adenoids literally were burned 
away from the area surrounding the 
outlets of these tubes. This remedy 
still is employed but we now know 
th at there are other causative fac­ 
tors of swollen lymphoid tissue in 
the throat. 


Allergy may play a role in deaf­ 
ness and the most common offenders 
are house dust, molds, fungi, tobacco 
smoke, and paper. Heat, cold, fa­ 
tigue, and emotional disturbances 
are other candidates. This knowl­ 
edge has led many authorities to 
administer one of the antihistaminic 
drugs whenever they suspect an al­ 
lergic basis of deafness. Vitamin and 
protein deficiencies and the con­ 
sumption of an unbalanced diet have 
an adverse influence upon the hear­ 
ing apparatus. Anxiety states can do 
the same as well as local disease of 
the nose, septum, and sinuses. These 
are but a few' of the remedial causes; 
others include dental malocclusion, 
ear infections, otosclerosis, and psy­ 
chogenic sources.

WASHINGTON—This is a tale 
about a W ashington senator—a Re­ 
publican. He made speeches inside 
and outside the Senate which anger­ 
ed his own state and the people of 
the nation. 
The unpopularity of this senator 
was such th at newspapers from one 
end of the country to the other de­ 
nounced him not only for “his tac t­ 
less way of bludgeoning his advers­ 
aries” and his “vocabulary of ana­ 
them a” but for “treasonable and 
seditious* utterances.” 
The 
Republican 
State 
Central 
Committee of Wisconsin by unani­ 
mous vote demanded his expulsion 
from the United States Senate for 
“treasonable and seditious u tter­ 
ances.” 
The League of Wisconsin 
M unicipalities took the same action. 
The State Council of Defense and 
71 councils called on him to resign 
and demanded th at the U. S. Senate 
expel him if he didn’t resign. 
Rotary groups, bar associations, 
public safety committees in his own 
state and elsewhere denounced him. 
The Republican State Convention of 
Massachusetts adopted a resolution 
censuring him for “marked dis­ 
loyalty.” 
Former President Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt called him the “most 
sinister enemy of democracy in the 
United States” and called for his 
expulsion from the Senate. 
Committee Investigates 
The same Wisconsin senator then 
made a bitter speech in St. Paul, 
Minn. There was some doubt after­ 
ward as to exactly what the senator 
said. The furor caused the United 
States Senate to appoint a special 
committee to investigate the de­ 
m and for expulsion. The chairm an of 
the committee a, Democratic senator 
—construed the committee’s powers 
as limited to ascertaining first, the 
truth or falsity of what the senator 
said, and second, the tru th or falsity 
of his statem ent of facts. The issue 
was debated at length in the Senate. 
Senator Kellogg of Minnesota, Re­ 
publican, a great lawyer of his day, 
who later became a Secretary of 
State, refused to adm it th at the 
issue of free speach was at stake^ 
He said: “This is a question of 
erroneous statem ent of facts rather 
th an of free speech.” 
The Wisconsin senator had de­ 
nounced the motives of the United 
States Government. He questioned 
the sincerity of its acts at a time 
when its troops were fighting on the 
battlefield. Only from a few places 
did endorsement of his stand come. 
The California Federation of Labor, 
for instance, expressed confidence 
in him as a “true American citizen” 
and upheld his right to voice the 
views of “an intelligent m an.” 
Finally the Wisconsin Legislature 
by a vote of 26 to 3 in Its Senate 
and 53 to 32 In its House, after a 
stormy continuous session of 
17 


hours, passed a resolution condemn­ 
ing him for failing to see the righte- 
ausness of the nation’s cause and 
rebuked him for his utterances as 
tending to “incite sedition.” 
Ten times the special committee 
of the United States Senate met 
and 10 times it adjourned without 
doing anything. 
All this took place in 1917 and 
1918 during a time when, the United 
States was at war, and when several 
persons outside of public life had 
been arrested under the espionage 
laws for inciting sedition. But con­ 
gressional immunity or 
congres­ 
sional restraint or forbearance ruled 
the day. 
Nothing was done. 
The 
issue was left to the people of Wis­ 
consin. 
Supported Unpopular Causes 
Then, after the war, the same 
Wisconsin senator was re-elected 
by the people of Wisconsin and re­ 
mained in the Senate for many 
years afterward, often fighting in 
behalf of unpopular causes. 
So 
great was his hold on the people 
of his state th a t his son—a very 
able m an in his own right—was 
elected to the Senate as his suc­ 
cessor without being in the slightest, 
damaged politically by the contro­ 
versy in which his father had been 
engaged. Indeer, the father ran for 
the Presidency of the United, States 
as an independent in 1924 and polled 
close to 5,000,000 votes. 
No third- 
party candidate since then has ob­ 
tained as many. 
The name of the senator from 
Wisconsin for whose expulsion there 
was such widespread demand was 
Robert M. La Follette. 
And what did history say 34 years 
later? 
A President of the United 
States—a Democrat—in speaking to 
a nation-wide radio audience on 
July 28, 1951, denounced by implica­ 
tion a present-day U. S. senator 
from Wisconsin and spoke of Wis­ 
consin as “the home state of two 
of* America’s greatest liberal and 
progressive senators, Robert M. La 
Follette and Robert Junior.” 
The tribute of “greatness” was 
given to a m an widely denounced. 
It will be argued, of course, th at 
the cases of Senators M cCarthy and 
La Follette are not parallel because 
the one smeared individuals and 
the other smeared his own govern­ 
ment or. because one allegedly en­ 
gaged in improper campaigning and 
the other did not. 
It makes one 
wonder how many people in Amer­ 
ica, inside and outside public life, 
who profess to be “liberals,” sin­ 
cerely subscribe to the doctrine laid 
down by the late Justice Oliver 
Wendell Holmes of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, who 
once defined freedom of speech as 
“freedom for the thought we hate.”

The room In 
which the ambassador received me, 
however, had seen better days. The 
brocade on the walls, reminiscent 
of the golden era when Americans 
didn’t have to woryr about income 
taxes, was bleached 
and 
worn; 
while the general atmosphere was 
one of stale tobacco and disuse. 
Ambassador 
Vladimir 
O utrata, 
who then 
represented 
Czechoslo­ 
vakia, was extremely cagey about 
perm itting 
the 
children** of 
his 
country to receive Christmas toys 
from the American Legion. 
He 
wanted to know how many toys 
there would be, and seemed horri­ 
fied th at there might be as many 
as one freight-car load. It was ob­ 
vious th at he didn’t want anything 
to dispel the Communist m yth th at 
the American people—even includ­ 
ing our children—are the m ortal 
enemies of the Czech children. 
In the end, the ambassador said 
he would have to consult his govern­ 
m ent, and after two weeks the an­ 
swer arrived—as I expected, in the 
negative.

WASHINGTON 
Before very long, the final settle­ 
m ent of the embittered controversy 
about the size of the Air Force 
ought to be publicly announced. 
After the most prolonged and labor­ 
ious discussion, which at one point 
kept the Joint Chiefs of Staff in 
almost continuous session for 10 
days on end, the heads of the ser­ 
vices have reached a g r e e m e n t 
among themselves. The agreed plan 
only awaits the approval of Pres­ 
ident Truman to become official. 
If the President approves, which 
seems almost certain, the plan will 
provide for expansion of the Air 
Eorce from 95 to about 140 groups— 
the exact figure is still secret, but 
this is the general scale. The in­ 
crease in over-all airpower will al­ 
low a much larger investment in 
tactical air power, thus remedying 
our gravest weakness in the air. On 
the basis of current scheduling, this 
great 
increment of 
A m e r i c a n 
strength will be completed by 1954. 
In money terms, the agreement 
reached by the Joint Chiefs will 
mean that about $3,750,000,000 of the 
$5,0®),000,000 supplemental defense 
appropriation 
recently 
voted 
by 
Congress, will be allocated to Air 
Force expansion, while much of the 
rest will go to added Naval air 
strength. This will get the program 
started. 
Approval Obvious 
In the two following fiscal years, 
the huge capital outlays involved in 
the expansion of the Air Force will 
add about $10,000,000,000 annually 
to the defense budget. And when 
the period of capital spending is at 
an end, the Air Force expansion will 
result in a regular annual bill for 
m aintaining the armed forces of a 
little under $40,000,000,000, instead 
of about $35,000,000,000 as previously 
projected. 
It has long been very obvious that 
Air Force expansion would event­ 
ually be approved, in one form or 
another. The reason is th at the Air 
Force has not one, but two main 
jobs — its own specialized job of 
building strategic air power, and its 
cooperative job of providing tac­ 
tical air support to the ground 
forces. In the past, because of bud­ 
getary and other 
pressures, 
the 
problem of tactical air has been 
neglected. 
When the present struggle started, 
the air staff prepared a plan for a 
163 group air force, which was spon­ 
sored by Secretary ol Air Thomas 
K. Finletter and Gen. Hoyt S. Van- 
denberg. This first air force plan 
involved an increase in strategic air 
power even greater than the pro­ 


jected increase for tactical air pow­ 
er.

Proof Of Progress

The Joint Chiefs of Staff th e m ^ ^ 
selves plunged Into the debate with 
far less venom and obstinacy than 
in the past; and the mere fact thaV 
they have been able to agree upon 
sufih a furiously controversial sub­ 
ject as air force expansion Is proof 
of enormous progress. Now for the 
first time, the rule is recognized 
th at the American people are only 
to pay lor the armed forces they 
really need for their security. 
This is a great Change from tht 
old rule oi the Joint Chiefs, th at in­ 
creases in appropriations for any 
single seivice automatically led to 
increases in the appropriations of 
the 
competing 
services, 
whether 
these were needed or not. 
In the main, however, the agree­ 
m ent that has now been reached 
signifies a triumph for the civilian 
element of the defense establish­ 
ment, and especially for Secretary 
of Defense Robert A. Lovett. Th# 
new climate in which agreement of 
the Joint Chiefs became possible 
was largely created by the hard 
work of Lovett, and by the constant 
efforts 
of 
the 
two 
coordinating 
committees, composed respectively 
of the service secretaries and under 
secretaries. 
Moreover, the outlook for com­ 
promise was very far from hopeful 
even at the end of the period, some 
weeks ago, when the Joint Chief* 
hardly left their conference table 
for ten days on end. At th at time, 
their prospective disagreement was 
reported to Secretary Lovett. He 
had 
already 
established 
another 
new priciple, th at he would no 
longer accept a simple “split paper,** 
such as the Joint Chiefs regularly 
produced in the past; but would 
insist th at a report of disagreement 
be accompanied by a formal request 
from the Joint Chiefs for a final 
settlem ent of their differences by 
the civilian authority. 
When 
Lovett quietly 
indicated 
th at his new principle would be in­ 
sisted upon, the Joint Chiefs went 
back to work and hammered out* 
their compromise. In every way th ii 
is a great and reassuring event.

Senate Vs. House On Taxes 
As the 1951 Revenue bill goes to conference 
committee, the total tax boast estimated from It Is 
much less than recommended by the President, con­ 
siderably less than originally voted by the House. 
The President in a letter of September 20 to Vice 
President Barkley as presiding officer of the Senate 
reiterated the original Truman recommendation of 
$10 billion more. The House on June 22 had adopted 
a $7 2 billion bill. The Senate Finance Committee 
pared that amount to $5.5 billion. Chairman George 
CD., Ga.), however, says that this estimate is low and 
that the committee version would produce additional 
revenue of about $6 billion/ 
The likelihood is that the conference committee 
will finally report a bill more nearly like the Senate 
than the House version. And the further likelihood 
is that the House, eager to get home, will quickly 
agree to the conference report. 
All revenue bills must originate in the House. But 
although the constitutional originator of revenue, the 
House in recent years has proved more and more 
willing to defer to the Senate on tax bills. 
As a result of the unfavorable course of the 
Korean War during the summer of 1950, the 1950 
revenue act was almost entirely a Senate product. 
Four days after the war had started, on June 29. the 
House had voted a bill which would have cut excise 
taxes so deeply that, despite a rise In corporation taxes, 
a net revenue loss would have resulted. 
President Truman on July 25 asked the Senate to 
raise taxes on individuals and corporations by $5 
billion. The final bill closely followed the President’s 
prescription. Revenue-losing provisions of the House 
bill were eliminated, and the House went along. 
There was no new revenue act in 1949. In 1948 
the Senate rewrote the House tax bill so as to lop $1.7 
billion from the House tax reduction. 
The House 
accepted the Senate’s less generous treatment of the 
taxpayers. 
The Senate, however, was the greater tax reducer 
Immediately after World War II. The Senate voted 
retroactive reductions in excess-profits taxes for small 
corporations, repeal of the tax at the end of 1945. The 
House had wanted to keep that tax through 1946, but 
agreed to repeal after the conferees had eliminated 
the Senate provision for retroactive reductions. 
The Senate Finance Committee in 1944 had liber­ 
alized renegotiation of war contract sections of the 
revenue bill to the point that four committee members 
charged that the bill would breed “a new crop of war 
millionaires.” Public reaction caused the committee 
to revise its bill while this was still in debate on the 
Senate floor. 


Parcel Post Costs More 
Higher rates for parcel post (fourth class) pack­ 
ages, except books, went into effect yesterday. At some 
future date, as yet unannounced, higher rates will be 
imposed on books, also a surcharge on parcel post 
packages of such unusual size that they are not 
handled In ordinary mail sacks. 
On other classes of mail matter, higher rates are 
to go into effect soon. The Senate and the House voted 
for different increases in the several categories, with 
the differences to be Ironed out by a conference 
committee. 
Except for parcel post, postal service charges are 
fixed by Congress. A 1926 law prescribes that parcel 
post rates shall be set by the postmaster general, with 
the approval of the Interstate Commerce Commission. 
The ICC approved the new parcel post increases 
proposed by the postmaster general, except those on 
books. The ICC made its own suggestions on book 
rate increases, and is waiting for new proposals by 
the P. H. G. along the lines It suggested. The ICC 
accepted the P. M. G.’s idea of a surcharge on unusual 
parcel pa*t packages, but he has yet to work one out. 
The Post Office D epartm ent’s cost-ascertainment 
figures show* that in the fiscal year 1950 (figures for 
1951 not yet available), parcel post was carried at a 
net loss of $78 million. This came to 14 per cent of 
the Department’s total deficit of $546 million. The 
new increases in all classes of mail matter are 
expected to reduce the deficit little, because Congress 
has voted substantial wage increases for the postal 
employes, and there are some half a million of these. 


Plenty Of Rubber 
From the consumers* point of view the downward 
direction of wool and rubber prices Is good news. That 
new suit and those new tires shouldn’t cost any more 
and may cost a bit less than you’ve been expecting 
to pay, despite the inflationary factors that are still 
tending to push prices up. The price of Australian 
wool got so high that the market suddenly began to 
clam up. 
As for rubber—there are two good reasons why 
Ifs plentiful In America. One: The government as 
the sole importer of natural rubber has stockpiled 
enough to last maybe four years, and is still buying 
from Southeast Asia. Two: The government’s syn­ 
thetic rubber plant®, after a post-war shutdown, are 
producing at the rate of a million tons p year. 
From the roundup in the Wall Street Journal we 
gather that the rubber manufacturing industry—tires 
use 68 per cent of all rubber—Is being offered more 
rubber, natural and synthetic, than it can use 
And 
this Is the time of year when the tire market declines 
anyway. 
So you’ve noticed that new cars have spare tires 
again? Well, that’s no accident. The rubber industry 
has even revived the talk of making highway pave­ 
ments out of rubber. 
Did we hear somebody holler something about 
rubber being either a feast or a famine? 


Zog's Splendor 
Albania is a small Adriatic land, of approximately 
the area of New Hampshire or Maryland, whose 
population of 1,000.000 consists of peasants. Its total 
holdings in gold and foreign exchange on December 
31. 1945, were worth $82,000. 
Thaf, of course, was after it had been liberated 
from German and Italian occupation, thereafter to 
fall, as events proved, into Communist control. Never­ 
theless, when one reads th a t form er King Zog made a 
down paym ent on long-disused Long Island mansion 
with a bucket of diamonds and rubies, and that he 
wants to bring a suite of 115 persons to Muttontown.

Curable Deafness 


Certain types of deafness are cur­ 
able but unles.« the disorder is recog­ 
nized and treated the individual will 
continue to be hard of hearing. 
Some persons even go so far as to 
obtain a hearing aid before sub­ 
mitting to examination. A middle 
aged man did this and was embar­ 
rassed when his hearing was re­ 
stored after a physician removed 
wax plugs from his ears. 
The need for determining whether 
deafness exists is vital in pre-school 
children. There are many reasons 
for this,, the most important center­ 
ing about the education of the child. 
The youngster who is hard of hear­ 
ing misses so many words, he has 
difficulty learning to talk properly. 
The defect also may have a pro­ 
found effect upon his emotional 
system Unless the situation is real­ 
ized, 
parents 
and 
kindergarten 
teachers may conclude that the 
child Is mentally retarded or suffer­ 
ing from a speech disorder or word 
deafness. 


This explains why our school 
health authorities want to test the 
hearing of all youngsters. In the 
regions where this project has been 
carried out, approximately 5 per cent 
of all pre-schoolers were found to 
be suffering from varying degrees 
of hearing loss. Once the preliminary 
screening was over, a more detailed 
study was suggested to trace the 
origin of the disturbance. When this 
routine was followed, the outcome 
was astonishing. In one group that 
received medical treatment, 85 per 
cent showed improvement; 65 per 
cent reached the normal range of 
hearing. These results speak for 
themselves and emphasize the value 
of early detection and the need for 
locating the cause. When a remedy 
is not available most authorities 
recommend that all partially deaf­ 
ened young children be given a 
hearing aid to overcome the usual 
handicaps associated with the effect. 
If the ear canal is obstructed by 
wax, its removal restores hearing 
within a few minutes. Loss of hear­ 
ing also may stem from blockage of 
the Eustachian tubes, the passage* 
ways that connect the ear and 
throat. The same thing may result 
from swollen adenoids. This lymph 
tissue is located in the roof of the 
throat near the back part of the 
nose. This area also is the site of 
the openings of the Eustachian 
tubes and when adenoidal tissue 
swells, blockage is likely to occur. 
In the past this puffiness generally 
was ascribed to infection and surgi­ 
cal removal of adenoids was the 
treatment of choice. During World 
War II, however, the use of radium 
for this purpose became popular. 
Special applicators were devised and 
the adenoids literally wert burned 
away from the area aurroundtng the 
outlets of these tubes. This remedy 
still is employed but we now know 
that there a rt other causative fac­ 
tors of swollen lymphoid tissue In 
the throat. 


Allergy may play a role in deaf­ 
ness and the most common offenders 
are house dust, molds, fungi, tobacco 
smoke, and paper. Heat, cold, fa­ 
tigue, and emotional disturbances 
are other candidates. This knowl­ 
edge has led many authorities to 
administer one of the antihistaminic 
drugs whenever they suspect an al­ 
lergic basis of deafness. Vitamin and 
protein deficiencies and the con­ 
sumption of an unbalanced diet have 
an adverse influence upon the hear­ 
ing apparatus. Anxiety states can do 
the same as well as local disease of 
the nose, septum, and sinuses. These 
•re but a few of the remedial causes; 
others include dental malocclusion, 
ear infections, otosclerosis, and psy­ 
chogenic sources.

WASHINGTON—This is a tale 
about a Washington senator—a Re­ 
publican. He made speeches inside 
and outside the Senate which anger­ 
ed his own state and the people of 
the nation. 
The unpopularity of this senator 
was such that newspapers from one 
end of the country to the other de­ 
nounced him not only for “his tact­ 
less way of bludgeoning his advers­ 
aries’* and his “vocabulary of ana­ 
thema” but for “treasonable and 
seditious' utterances.” 
The 
Republican 
State Central 
Committee of Wisconsin by unani­ 
mous vote demanded his expulsion 
from the United States Senate for 
“treasonable and seditious utter­ 
ances” 
The League of Wisconsin 
Municipalities took the same action. 
The State Council of Defense and 
71 councils called on him to resign 
and demanded that the U. 8. Senate 
expel him if he didn’t resign. 
Rotary groups, bar associations, 
public safety committees in his own 
state and elsewhere denounced him. 
The Republican State Convention of 
Massachusetts adopted a resolution 
censuring him for “marked dis­ 
loyalty.” 
Former President Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt called him the “most 
sinister enemy of democracy In the 
United Slates” and called for his 
expulsion from the Senate. 
Committee Investigates 
The same Wisconsin senator then 
made a bitter speech in St. Paul, 
Mmn. There was some doubt after­ 
ward as to exactly what the senator 
said. The furor caused the United 
States Senate to appoint a special 
committee to investigate the de­ 
mand for expulsion. The chairman of 
the committee a, Democratic senator 
—construed the committee’s powers 
as limited to ascertaining first, the 
truth or falsity of what the senator 
said, and second, the truth or falsity 
of his statement of facts. The issue 
was debated at length in the Senate, 
Senator Kellogg of Minnesota, Re­ 
publican, a great lawyer of hts day, 
who later became a Secretary of 
State, refused to admit that the 
issue of free speach was at stake, 
He said: “This is a question of 
erroneous statement of facts rather 
than of free speech.” 
The Wisconsin senator had de­ 
nounced the motives of the United 
States Government. He questioned 
the sincerity of its acts at a time 
when its troops were fighting on the 
battlefield. Only from a few place* 
did endorsement of his stand come 
The California Federation of Labor, 
for jLnstance, expressed confidence 
in him as a “true American citizen” 
and upheld his right to voice til* 
views of "an intelligent man.” 
Finally the Wisconsin Legislature 
by a vote of 26 to 3 in its Senate 
and 53 to 32 in its House, after a 
stormy continuous session of 17 


hours, passed a resolution condemn­ 
ing him for falling to see the righte- 
ausness of the nation’s cause and 
rebuked him for his utterances as 
tending to “incite sedition." 
Ten times the special committee 
of the United States Senate met 
and IO times it adjourned without 
doing anything. 
All this took place in 1917 and 
1918 during a time when, the United 
States was at war, and when several 
persons outside of public life had 
been arrested under the espionage 
laws for inciting sedition. But con­ 
gressional immunity or congres­ 
sional restraint or forbearance ruled 
the day. 
Nothing was done. 
The 
issue was left to the people of Wis­ 
consin. 
Supported Unpopular Causes 
Then, after the war, the same 
Wisconsin senator was re-elected 
by the people of Wisconsin and re­ 
mained in the Senate for many 
years afterward, often fighting in 
behalf of unpopular causes. 
So 
great was his hold on the people 
of his state that his son—a very 
able man in his own right—was 
elected to the Senate as his suc­ 
cessor without being in the slightest, 
damaged politically by the contro­ 
versy in which his father had been 
engaged. Indeer, the father ran for 
the Presidency of the United States 
as an independent in 1924 and polled 
close to 5,000,000 votes. 
No third- 
party candidate since then has ob­ 
tained as many. 
The name of the senator from 
Wisconsin for whose expulsion there 
was such widespread demand was 
Robert M. La Follette. 
And what did history say 34 years 
later? 
A President of the United 
States—a Democrat—in speaking to 
a nation-wide radio audience on 
July 28, 1951, denounced by implica­ 
tion a present-day U. S. senator 
from Wisconsin and spoke of Wis­ 
consin as “the home state of two 
of* America’s greatest liberal and 
progressive senators, Robert M. La 
Follette and Robert Junior.” 
The tribute of “greatness” was 
given to a man widely denounced. 
It anil be argued, of course, that 
the cases of Senators McCarthy and 
La Follette are not parallel because 
the one smeared individuals and 
the other smeared his own govern­ 
ment or. because one allegedly en­ 
gaged in improper campaigning and 
the other did not. 
It makes one 
wonder how many people in Amer­ 
ica, inside and outside public life, 
who profess to be “liberals,” sin­ 
cerely subscribe to the doctrine laid 
dow-n by the late Justice Oliver 
Wendell Holmes of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, who 
once defined freedom of speech a 
“freedom for the thought we hate ”

Inside The Embassy 
In these surroundings, the Com­ 
munist Czech embassy ought to ap­ 
pear lonely. Externally, however, it 
doesn’t. It looks as well kept as any 
other of the dignified gray stone 
buildings along embassy row. In ­ 
side, however, it’s different. 
I have been inside the Czech 
embassy only once in the years since 
it was taken over by the Commun­ 
ists. and that was on a visit in be­ 
half of the American Legion to see 
whether the children of Czechoslo­ 
vakia might be permitted to par­ 
ticipate in the Legion’s Tide of 
Toys. 
The downstairs of the embassy is 
about the same as that of any other 
embassy — huge marble stairway, 
rather impressive, leading to liv­ 
ing quarters above. The room In 
which the ambassador received me, 
however, had seen better days. The 
brocade on the walls, reminiscent 
of the golden era when Americans 
didn’t have to woryr about income 
taxes, was bleached 
and 
worn; 
while the general atmosphere was 
one of stale tobacco auld disuse. 
Ambassador 
Vladimir 
Outrata, 
who then 
represented Czechoslo­ 
vakia, was extremely cagey about 
permitting 
the 
children*' of 
his 
country to receive Christmas toys 
from the American Legion. 
He 
wanted to know how many toys 
there would be, and seemed horri­ 
fied that there might be as many 
as one freight-car load. It was ob­ 
vious that he didn’t want anything 
to dispel the Communist myth that 
the American people—even includ­ 
ing our children—are the mortal 
enemies 6f the Czech children. 
In the end, the ambassador said 
he would have to consult his govern­ 
ment. and after two weeks the an­ 
swer arrived—as I expected, in the 
negative. 
In 
brief. 
Communist 
Czechoslovakia did not want any 
tokens of people-to-people friend­ 
ship from the American Legion or 
from American children. 
I am quite sure that few other 
American newsmen have been in­ 
side the Communist Czech embassy 
during the years it has stood isolat­ 
ed and aloof on ritzy Massachusetts 
Avenue—until last week when all 
the press was suddenly invited in. 
Historic Press Conference 
Somber, 
unhappy 
Ambassador 
Outrata, whom I interviewed, has 
now been replaced by Ambassador 
Vladimir Prochazka. He is the man 
who in an historic hour and a half- 
long interview tried 
to tell the 
Communist side of the Oatis case, 
submitted to questions, and threw 
out 
hints 
that 
his 
government 
might be ready to call it quits re­ 
garding Oatis if the U. S. relaxed 
its economic and propaganda pres­ 
sure. 
The details of 
that 
interview 
have been well portrayed in the 
press. But some of the detailed facts 
behind 
that interview have not 
been portrayed. 
They began last August when a 
long caravan of trucks camped out 
in a Bavarian wheat field late one 
night and began the eerie and 
rather fantastic job of releasing 
balloons carrying friendship mess­ 
ages to the Czechoslovak people. 
A lot of people in this country 
at first pooh-poohed the idea. Un­ 
questionably it was an experiment. 
But systematically for two weeks a 
total of 11.000,000 messages were 
dropped over Czechoslovakia, the 
equivalent of one message for every 
third man, woman and child in the 
country. 
Simultaneously, Radio Free Eu­ 
rope, run by the National Commit­ 
tee for a Free Europe, began aug­ 
menting this balloon barrage. The 
effect has been electrifying. 
The story of these balloons has 
swept 
Czechoslovakia. 
Everyone 
now’ knows about them, and those 
who haven’t seen the messages have 
heard about them. People are now 
watching for balloons pretty much 


140 Group Air Force 


WASHINGTON 
Before very long, the Alai settle­ 
ment of the embittered controversy 
about the size of the Air Force 
ought to be publicly announced. 
After the most prolonged and labor­ 
ious discussion, which at one point 
kept the Joint. Chiefs of Staff in 
almost continuous session for IO 
days on end, the heads of the ser­ 
vices have reached a g r e e m e n t 
among themselves. The agreed plan 
only awaits the approval of Pres­ 
ident Truman to become official. 
If the President approves, which 
seems almost certain, the plan will 
provide for expansion of the Air 
Boree from 95 to about 140 groups— 
the exact figure is still secret, but 
this is the general scale. The in­ 
crease in over-all airpower will al­ 
low a much larger investment in 
tactical air power, thus remedying 
our gravest weakness in the air. On 
the basis of current scheduling, this 
great increment of A m e r i c a n 
alength will be completed by 1954. 
In money terms, the agreement 
reached by the Joint Chiefs will 
mean that about $3,750,000,000 of the 
$5,0w,000,000 supplemental defense 
appropriation 
recently 
voted 
by 
Congress, will be allocated to Air 
Force expansion, while much of the 
rest will go to added Naval air 
strength. This will get the program 
started. 
Approval Obvious 
In the two following fiscal years, 
the huge capital outlays involved in 
the expansion of the Air Force will 
add about $10,000,000,000 annually 
to the defense budget. And when 
the period of capital spending is at 
an end, the Air Force expansion will 
result in a regular annual bill for 
maintaining the armed forces of a 
little under $40,000,000,000, instead 
of about $35,000,000,000 as previously 
projected. 
It has long been very obvious that 
Air Force expansion would event­ 
ually be approved, in one form or 
another. The reason is that the Air 
Force has not one, but two main 
jobs — its own specialized job of 
building strategic air power, and its 
cooperative job of providing tac­ 
tical air support to the ground 
forces. In the past, because of bud­ 
getary and other pressures, the 
problem of tactical air has been 
neglected. 
When the present struggle started, 
the air staff prepared a plan for a 
163 group air force, which was spon­ 
sored by Secretary of Air Thomas 
K. Finletter and Gen. Hoyt S. Van­ 
denberg. This first air force plan 
involved an increase in strategic air 
power even greater than the pro­ 


jected increase for tactical air 
er. 
It 
Is understood 
that most 
of the saving in the less ambi­ 
tious 
agreed plan of the Joint 
Chiefs has been achieved by hold­ 
ing down the strategic air increases. 
On the whole, the most striking 
aspect of this crucial decision that 
the Joint Chiefs have taken is the 
manner of taking it. What has hap­ 
pened represents a long step for­ 
ward on the hard road froward gen­ 
uine unification of the services. 
Proof Of Progress 
The Joint Chiefs of Staff th e m ^ ^ 
selves plunged into the debate with 
far less venom and obstinacy than 
in the past; and the mere fact that* 
they have been able to agree upon 
such a furiously controversial sub­ 
ject as air force expansion is proof 
of enormous progress. Now for the 
first time, the rule is recognized 
that the American people are only 
to pay lor the armed forces they 
really need for their security. 
This is a great Change from the 
old rule of the Joint Chiefs, that in­ 
creases in appropriations for any 
single service automatically led to 
increases in the appropriations of 
the competing 
services, 
whether 
these were needed or not. 
In the main, however, the agree­ 
ment that has now been reached 
signifies a triumph for the civilian 
element of the defense establish­ 
ment, and especially for Secretary 
of Defense Robert A. Lovett. Th# 
new., climate in which agreement of 
the Joint Chiefs became possible 
was largely created by the hard 
work of Lovett, and by the constant 
efforts 
of 
the 
two coordinating 
committees, composed respectively 
of the service secretaries and under 
secretaries. 
Moreover, the outlook for com­ 
promise was very far from hopeful 
even at the end of the period, somt 
weeks ago, when the Joint Chiefs 
hardly left their conference tabla 
for ten days on end. At that time, 
their prospective disagreement was 
reported to Secretary Lovett. HS 
had 
already 
established 
another 
new priciple, that he would no 
longer accept a simple “split paper,* 
such as the Joint Chiefs regularly 
produced in the past; but would 
insist that a report of disagreement 
be accompanied by a formal request 
from the Joint Chiefs for a final 
settlement of their differences by 
the civilian authority. 
When Lovett quietly indicated 
that his new principle would be in­ 
sisted upon, the Joint Chiefs went 
back to work and hammered out* 
their compromise. In every way this 
is a great and reassuring event.

not vote for Truman? Eisenhower 
may be more attractive personally 
than Truman, but if there is no 
basic difference in principles or 
methods, what makes Eisenhower 
or Taft 
or Dewey or 
anybody 
superior to Truman? Some blurt 
the wrord, character. 


And as usual with businessmen, 
they seek a candidate with skill in 
salesmanship. 
Can he sell himself 
to labor, .^o the farmer, to young 
people under 30? 


Four times, the Republican party 
devoted itself to salesmanship. They 
nominated the genial Alf Landon, 
really a delightful person with a 
fine mind, because it was believed 
that he could be sold as a resurrect­ 
ed Abe Lincoln. 
They picked up 
Wendell Winkle and fell flat with 
him. 
Twice the banner was en­ 
trusted to Tom Dewey, but his sales­ 
manship was inadequate. 


Many 
of these 
Republican 
businessmen are now turning to 
General 
Eisenhower 
because 
they assume that his name is 
a wonderful trademark. 
They 
do not pretend t • be sure that 
he is a Republican; they do not 
know what his program for In­ 
ternational 
relations 
or 
the 
domestic economy may be. They 
put It on the line that no one 
can defeat Ike Eisenhower. * 


Maybe that is what the*business­ 
men believe that they can sell, but 
it seems to me that without a pro­ 
gram. it will be very difficult to 
establish that one man’s character 
is so very different from another**. 
Character is such an imponderable 
that one man’s likes may be an­ 
other’s hatred and for no rational 
or understandable reason. 
James F. Byrnes, 
governor at 
South Carolina, in 1949 stated the 
program 
of 
the 
opposition 
to 
Truman in a speech -in 
Biloxi, 
Mississippi. 
He said: 
M. . . Our first line of defense 
is not the Elbe or the Rhine; it 
is 
a 
sound, 
solvent 
American 
economy. 
And that economy is 
now threatened. 


“The people who settled this 
country did not come here Ie 
establish a government. 
They 
were seeking liberty, not securi­ 
ty. 
They 
were 
seeking 
an 
opportunity to enjoy freedom, 
the freedom of being let alone* 


I have heard that twice before. 
No one was supposed to be able to 
defeat Wendell Willkie. 
In those 
days, I was 
very 
close 
to 
the 
National Association of Manufac­ 
turers and you can hardly imagine 
the optimism that 
exuded 
from 
every 
industrialist’s 
pore. 
But 
Roosevelt defeated Willkie and if 
the truth must be told, the fact 
that large numbers of Republicans 
did not vote that year played a 
part in the defeat. 
The same kind 
of 
optimism 
was 
evident 
when 
Dewey ran against Truman. 
In 
fact, the news that Dewey was 
defeated sounded unbelievable. 
The answer may be that the Re­ 
publicans have had no program 
since 1932. 
“Me-tooism” produces 
nothing substantial. 
If there is no 
objection to the guiding principles 
of the Truman administration, why 


as Americans once watched 
for 
flying saucers. The messages have 
been mimeographed, tacked up on 
telegraph poles and mailed anony­ 
mously to Communist officials. 
Czech airplanes have 
tried 
to

Finally, last week, the Czech rail­ 
road engineer and train dispatcher, 
who ran the freedom train across 
the border into Germany, went up 
to the border and released a new 
balloon barrage carrying a leaflet

He said further: 
“We must emphasize the free­ 
dom of the individual who by hi# 
initiative has made America pros­ 
perous. 
And we cannot very well 
boast of freedom under the Amer­ 
ican system, if we are going to

In a word, what Byrnes proposed

It would surely not be con-4 
cerned with the advantages et 
silence on crucial issues on the 
assumption that a closed mouth 
but a flexible mind loses na 
votes. 


Thus far. the politicians among 
the Republicans are becoming too 
dependent upon the disclosure of 
Democratic corruption, while the 
businessmen 
overemphasize 
th e 
salesmanship of a c a n d i d a t e . 
Neither, it seems to me, will suffice 
to 
win 
unless 
the 
Republican* 
develop a constructive program a* 
Governor Byrnes defined, or even a 
stronger one. 
A constructive pro­ 
gram will have to offer an alterna­ 
tive to the fair deal imitation of 
Fabian socialism.

Farmers in the Tri-State area 
have an im portant Civil Defense 
role to perform during the cu rren t, 
emergency, William G. B a r g e r , 
county director of Civil Defense, 
said yesterday. 
B a r g e r reminded agriculturists 
that there is a possibility th at their 
livestock m ight be affected, if and 
when an enemy of the United States 
decided to unleash biological war-* 
fare. 
The Civil Defence leader cau­ 
tioned against getting excited about 
little things, but reminded farmers 
th at they should keep their eyes 
open 
for 
any 
unusual 
diseases 
among their flocks. 
Farmers are 
advised to notify their county agent 
or a veterinarian if their poultry 
or livestock get suspiciously or seri­ 
ously ill with a strange disease. 
A number of facts about farmers 
and the possibility of biological 
warfare were included in an article 
entitled “It Could Hit Your Farm 
Tonight,” written by Richard Ger- 
stell and Claude Gifford in a recent 
issue of the magazine, Farm Jour­ 
nal. Gerstell is a consultant to the 
Civil Defense Administration and 
Gifford is an associate editor of 
Farm Journal. 
The writers emphasize th at an 
enemy would think twice before he 
started biological warfare and in­ 
vited the United States to strike 
back. 
“We could wage a pretty 
terrible biological war ourselves if 
we had to,” they observe. 
Germ raids and possible insect 
attacks on farms would be directed 
primarily 
against 
livestock 
and 
crops. They likely would begin in 
hatcheries, stockyards, sales barns, 
feed mixing plants, railroad term i­ 
nals and other centers where large 
numbers of animals pass through on 
their way to farms. On the crop 
front, the targets would include 
seed houses, fertilizer mixing plants 
and places where spray materials 
are made. 
The writers emphasize th at some 
of the worst animal plagues are still 
outside this country. 
One of these foreign diseases is 
Rinderpest, an Asiatic cattle plague 
th at kills nearly 100 per cent of the 
animals it strikes. 
Then there is 
foot-and-m outh disease, an infec­ 
tion th at spreads like wildfire, but 
still has not crossed the Mexican 
border into the United States. 
Another 
is 
Glanders, 
an 
Old 
World disease of horses and mules 
th at is highly fatal 
to humans 
unless recognized early. 
Poultry could be cut down by 
Fowl pest and foreign strains of 
Newcastle disease, probably the two 
most destructive poultry* diseases 
in the world. 
In their article, the writers point 
to the Japanese beetle infiltration 
as an example of what can happen 
when the populace is not alert. 
Scientists believe, they said, th at 
the Japanese beetle got at least a 
year’s start on us. Even then we 
probably could have wiped it out 
completely by spending $50,000. We 
didn’t and today we have beetles in 
28 states. 
“Our best defense is to be pre­ 
pared to detect any new insects or 
foreign 
diseases 
quickly 
and 
be 
ready to stam p them out fast,” the 
article stresses. 
“The better pre­ 
pared we are, the less likely the 
enemy is to try biological warfare, 
or to make much headway with it,” 
they conclude.

Pentagon Wants 
More A-Weapons 


WASHINGTON, Oct. I (ZP)—The 
Senate-House Atomic Energy Com­ 
mittee said Secretary of Defense 
Lovett and the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
today “vigorously recommended a 
major expansion program” in the 
atomic weapons field.

Freedom Fight 
Is Urged By Hull 


WASHINGTON, Oct. I (^ —For­ 
mer Secretary of State Cardell Hull, 
in 
an 80th birthday statement, 
called on the American people today 
to stand “in the forefront of a world­ 
wide co-operative effort against the 
forces of evil.” 
“We cannot survive as a free 
people lf the rest of the world is 
enslaved,” he said. “The men and 
women striving for freedom des­ 
perately need our aid, and that aid 
we must render.” 
Hull, Secretary of State from 1933 
until 1944, said the United States is 
passing through a “crucial testing” 
period, one more perilous and exact­ 
ing than any in its history. 
“In this current struggle between 
the forces of freedom and the forces 
of tyranny,” he asserted, “our coun­ 
try occupies a unique position. 
“So great are our resources by 
comparison with those of others, 
that victory for the forces of free­ 
dom is possible only if we act now 
with the same fervor and the same 
dedication with which the 13 colonies 
fought in defense of the rights of 
free men 175 years ago.” 
Hull issued his statement through 
the State Department. He has been 
in and out of Bethesda Naval Hos­ 
pital several times since his retire­ 
ment in 1944 but apparently is in 
good health again. He has a hotel 
apartment here.

Senate Vs. House On Taxes 
As the 1951 Revenue bill goes to conference 
committee, the total tax boast estimated from it is 
much less than recommended by the President, con­ 
siderably less than originally voted by the House. 
The President in a letter of September 20 to Vice 
President Barkley as presiding officer of the Senate 
reiterated the original Truman recommendation of 
$10 billion more. The House on June 22 had adopted 
a $7.2 billion bill. The Senate Finance Committee 
pared that amount to $5.5 billion. Chairman George 
CD., Ga.I, however, says that this estimate is low and 
that the committee version would produce additional 
revenue of about $6 billion/ 
The likelihood is that the conference committee 
will finally report a bill more nearly like the Senate 
than the House version. And the further likelihood 
is that the House, eager to get home, will quickly 
agree to the conference report. 
All revenue bills must originate in the House. But 
although the constitutional originator of revenue, th® 
House in recent years has proved more and more 
willing to defer to the Senate on tax bills. 
As a result of the unfavorable course of the 
Korean War during the summer of 1950, the 1950 
revenue act was almast entirely a Senate product. 
Four days after the war had started, on June 29, the 
House had voted a bill which would have cut excise 
taxes so deeply that, despite a rise in corporation taxes, 
a net revenue loss would have resulted. 
President Truman on July 25 asked the Senate to 
raise taxes on individuals and corporations by $5 
billion. The final bill closely followed the President’s 
prescription. Revenue-losing provisions of the House 
bill were eliminated, and the House went along. 
There was no new revenue act in 1949. In 1948 
the Senate rewrote the House tax bill so as to lop $1.7 
billion from the House tax reduction. The House 
accepted the Senate’s less generous treatment of the 
taxpayers. 
The Senate, however, was the greater tax reducer 
immediately after World War II. The Senate voted 
retroactive reductions in excess-profits taxes for small 
corporations, repeal of the tax at the end of 1945. The 
House had wanted to keep that tax through 1946, but 
agreed to repeal after the conferees had eliminated 
the Senate provision for retroactive reductions. 
The Senate Finance Committee in 1944 had liber­ 
alized renegotiation of war contract sections of the 
revenue bill to the point that four committee members 
charged that the bill would breed “a new crop of war 
millionaires.0 Public reaction caused the committee 
to revise its bill while this was still in debate on the 
Senate floor. 


Parcel Post Costs More 
Higher rates for parcel past (fourth class) pack­ 
ages, except books, went into effect yesterday. At some 
future date, as yet unannounced, higher rates will be 
imposed on books, also a surcharge on parcel post 
packages of such unusual size that they are not 
handled in ordinary mail sacks. 
On other classes of mail matter, higher rates are 
to go into effect soon. The Senate and the House voted 
for different increases in the several categories, with 
the differences to be Ironed out by a conference 
committee. 
Except for parcel post, postal service charges are 
fixed by Congress. A 1926 law prescribes that parcel 
post rates shall be set by the postmaster general, with 
the approval of the Interstate Commerce Commission. 
The ICC approved the new parcel post increases 
proposed by the postmaster general, except those on 
books. The ICC made its own suggestions on book 
rate increases, and Is waiting for new proposals by 
the P. H. G. along the lines It suggested. The ICC 
accepted the P. M. G.’s idea of a surcharge on unusual 
parcel post packages, but he has yet to work one out. 
The Post Office Department’s cost-ascertainment 
figures show that in the fiscal year 1950 (figures for 
1951 not yet available), parcel post was carried at a 
net lass of $78 million. This came to 14 per cent of 
the Department’s total deficit of $546 million. The 
new increases in all classes of mail matter are 
expected to reduce the deficit little, because Congress 
has voted substantial wage increases for the postal 
employes, and there are some half a million of these. 


Plenty O f Rubber 
From the consumers’ point of view the downward 
direction of wool and rubber prices Is good news. That 
new suit and those new tires shouldn’t cost any more 
and may cost a bit less than you’ve been expecting 
to pay, despite the inflationary factors that are still 
tending to push prices up. The price of Australian 
wool got so high that the market suddenly began to 
clam up. 
As for rubber—there are two good reasons why 
It’s plentiful in America. One: The government as 
the sole importer of natural rubber has stockpiled 
enough to last maybe four years, and Is still buying 
from Southeast Asia. Two: The government’s syn­ 
thetic rubber plants, after a post-war shutdown, are 
producing at the rate of a million tons £ year. 
From the roundup in the Wall Street Journal we 
gather that the rubber manufacturing industry—tires 
use 68 per cent of all rubber—is being offered more 
rubber, natural and synthetic, than it can use. And 
this Is the time of year when the tire market declines 
anyway. 
So you’ve noticed that new cars have spare tires 
again? Well, that’s no accident. The rubber industry 
has even revived the talk of making highway pave­ 
ments out of rubber. 
Did we hear somebody holler something about 
rubber being either a least or a famine? 


log's Splendor 
Albania is a small Adriatic land, of approximately 
the area of New Hampshire or Maryland, whose 
population of 1.000.000 consists of peasants. Its total 
holdings in gold and foreign exchange on December 
31, 1945, were "worth $82,000. 
That, of course, was after it had been liberated 
from German and Italian occupation, thereafter to 
fan. as events proved, into Communist control. Never­ 
theless. when one reads that former King Zog made a 
down payment on long-disused Long Island mansion 
with a bucket of diamonds and rubies, and that he 
wants to bring a suite of 115 persons to Muttontown. 
L. I. it Is obvious that the pickings while Zog was king 
of Albania were substantial. 
Ifs not important, except as an exhibit on how 
lucrative the kingship of even an impoverished land 
can be. Lucrative, too, for the estate which owns the 
Long Island, furnished and vacant for 12 years—one 
of thase establishments which few Americans now 
have the resources (after taxes) to maintain and 
which, in this case, the Soviet Union seems not to 
have rented.

Curable Deafness 


Certain types of deafness are cur­ 
able but unless the disorder is recog­ 
nized and treated the individual will 
continue to be hard of hearing. 
Some persons even go so far as to 
obtain a hearing aid before sub­ 
mitting to examination. A middle 
aged man did this and was embar­ 
rassed when his hearing was re­ 
stored after a physician removed 
wax plugs from his ears. 
The need for determining whether 
deafness exists is vital in pre-schooi 
children. There are many reasons 
for this,, the mast im portant center­ 
ing about the education of the child. 
The youngster who is hard of hear­ 
ing misses so many words, he has 
difficulty learning to talk properly. 
The defect also may have a pro­ 
found effect upon his emotional 
system. Unless the situation is real­ 
ized, 
parents 
and 
kindergarten 
teachers may conclude th at the 
child is mentally retarded or suffer­ 
ing from a speech disorder or word 
deafness. 


This explains why our school 
health authorities want to test the 
hearing of all youngsters. In the 
regions where this project has been 
carried out, approximately 5 per cent 
of all pre-schoolers were found to 
be suffering from varying degrees 
of hearing loss. Once the preliminary 
screening was over, a more detailed 
study was suggested to trace the 
origin of the disturbance. When this 
routine was followed, the outcome 
was astonishing. In one group th at 
received medical treatm ent, 85 per 
cent showed improvement; 65 per 
cent reached the normal range of 
hearing. These results speak for 
themselves and emphasize the value 
of early detection and the need for 
locating the cause. When a remedy 
is not available most authorities 
recommend that all partially deaf­ 
ened young children be given a 
hearing aid to overcome the usual 
handicaps associated with the effect. 
If the ear canal is obstructed by 
wax, its removal restores hearing 
within a few minutes. Lass of h ew ­ 
ing also may stem from blockage of 
the Eustachian tubes, the passage­ 
ways th at connect the ear and 
throat. The same thing may result 
from swollen adenoids. This lymph 
tissue is located in the roof of the 
throat near the back part of the 
nose. This area also is the site of 
the openings of 
the Eustachian 
tubes and when adenoidal tissue 
swells, blockage is likely to occur. 
In the past this puffiness generally 
was ascribed to infection and surgi­ 
cal removal of adenoids was the 
treatm ent of choice. During World 
War II, however, the use of radium 
for this purpase became popular. 
Special applicators were devised and 
the adenoids literally were burned 
away from the area surrounding the 
outlets of these tubes. This remedy 
still is employed but we now know 
th at there are other causative fac­ 
tors of swollen lymphoid tissue in 
the throat. 


Allergy may play a role in deaf­ 
ness and the most common offenders 
are house dust, molds, fungi, tobacco 
smoke, and paper. Heat, cold, fa­ 
tigue, and emotional disturbances 
are other candidates. This knowl­ 
edge has led many authorities to 
administer one of the antihistaminic 
drugs whenever they suspect an al­ 
lergic basis of deafness. Vitamin and 
protein deficiencies and the con­ 
sumption of an unbalanced diet have 
an adverse influence upon the hear­ 
ing apparatus. Anxiety states can do 
the same as well as local disease of 
the nose, septum, and sinuses. These 
are but a few* of the remedial causes; 
others include dental malocclusion, 
ear infections, otosclerosis, and psy­ 
chogenic sources.

order redness of the feet is asso­ 
ciated with burning. Examination 
will be needed.

V. C. writes; How many injections 
are given to a person who is bitten 
by a dog suspected of having rabies?

One injection daily for two to 
four weeks in minor bites. If the 
lesion is severe or on the face or 
neck, two daily dases may be needed.

Mrs. J. writes: My husband thinks, 
during hot weather, that I should 
put the baby's play pen and crib in 
a draft but I disagree. Will you 
please advise?

Drafts are not desirable but a 
breeze Is welcome when tee weather 
is hot.

Al­ 
most next door are the friendly 
Chilean embassy, the Egyptian em­ 
bassy, the now troubled Pakistan 
embassy, the pro-American Philip­ 
pines and the stanchly anti-Com- 
munist Turkish embassy. 
Across the street are the Koreans, 
the Danes and Norwegians, the lat­ 
ter firm allies in the North Atlantic 
Pact, while just around the corner 
are the sedate homes of Mrs. Wood­ 
row Wilson, widow of the late Presi­ 
dent, and of Herbert Hoover. Down 
the street about a block are the 
embassies of Greece and tiny Lux­ 
embourg — now made famous by 
“Call Me Madam” Perle Mesta—

WASHINGTON—This is a tale 
about a Washington senator—a Re­ 
publican. He made .speeches inside 
and outside the Senate which anger­ 
ed his own state and the people of 
the nation. 
The unpopularity of this senator 
was such th at newspapers from one 
end of the country to the other de­ 
nounced him not only for “his tact­ 
less way of bludgeoning his advers­ 
aries” and his “vocabulary of ana­ 
them a” but for “treasonable and 
seditious' utterances.” 
The 
Republican 
State 
Central 
Committee of Wisconsin by unani­ 
mous vote demanded his expulsion 
from the United States Senate for 
“treasonable and seditious utter­ 
ances.” 
The League of Wisconsin 
Municipalities took the same action. 
The State Council of Defense and 
71 councils called on him to resign 
and demanded that the U. S. Senate 
expel him if he didn’t resign. 
Rotary groups, bar associations, 
public safety committees in his own 
state and elsewhere denounced him. 
The Republican State Convention of 
Massachusetts adopted a resolution 
censuring him for “marked dis­ 
loyalty.” 
Former President Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt called him the “most 
sinister enemy of democracy in the 
United States” and called for his 
expulsion from tee Senate. 
Committee Investigates 
The same Wisconsin senator then 
made a bitter speech in St. Paul, 
Minn. There was some doubt after­ 
ward as to exactly what the senator 
said. The furor caused the United 
States Senate to appoint a special 
committee to investigate the de­ 
mand for expulsion. The chairman of 
the committee a, Democratic senator 
—construed the committee’s powers 
as limited to ascertaining first, the 
truth or falsity of what the senator 
said, and second, the truth or falsity 
of his statem ent of facts. The issue 
was debated at length in the Senate. 
Senator Kellogg of Minnesota, Re­ 
publican, a great lawyer of his day, 
who later became a Secretary of 
State, refused to admit th at the 
issue of free speach was at stake^ 
He said: “This is a question of 
erroneous statem ent of facts rather 
than of free speech.” 
The Wisconsin senator had de­ 
nounced the motives of the United 
States Government. He questioned 
the sincerity of its acts at a time 
when its troops were fighting on the 
battlefield. Only from a few places 
did endorsement of his stand come, 
The California Federation of Labor, 
for instance, expressed confidence 
in him as a “true American citizen” 
and upheld his right to voice til* 
views of “an intelligent m an.” 
Finally the Wisconsin Legislature 
by a vote of 26 to 3 in its Senate 
and 53 to 32 in its House, after a 
stormy continuous session of 17 


hours, passed a resolution condemn­ 
ing him for failing to see the rlghte- 
ausness of the nation’s cause and 
rebuked him for his utterances as 
tending to “incite sedition.” 
Ten times the special committee 
of the United States Senate met 
and ID times it adjourned without 
doing anything. 
All this took place in 1917 and 
1918 during a time when, the United 
States was at war, and when several 
persons outside of public life had 
been arrested under the espionage 
laws for inciting sedition. But con­ 
gressional immunity or congres­ 
sional restraint or forbearance ruled 
the day. 
Nothing was done. 
The 
issue was left to the people of Wis­ 
consin. 
Supported Unpopular Causes 
Then, after the war, the same 
Wisconsin senator was re-elected 
by the people of Wisconsin and re­ 
mained in the Senate for many 
years afterward, often fighting in 
behalf of unpopular causes. 
So 
great was his hold on the people 
of his state th at his son—a very 
able m an in his own right—was 
elected to the Senate as his suc­ 
cessor without being in the slightest, 
damaged politically by the contro­ 
versy in which his father had been 
engaged. Indeer, the father ran for 
the Presidency of the United, States 
as an independent in 1924 and polled 
clase to 5,000,000 votes. 
No third- 
party candidate since then has ob­ 
tained as many. 
The name of the senator from 
Wisconsin for whose expulsion there 
was such widespread demand was 
Robert M. La Follette. 
And what did history say 34 years 
later? 
A President of the United 
States—a Democrat—in speaking to 
a nation-wide radio audience on 
July 28, 1951, denounced by implica­ 
tion a present-day U. S. senator 
from Wisconsin and spoke of Wis­ 
consin as “the home state of two 
of* America’s greatest liberal and 
progressive senators, Robert M. La 
Follette and Robert Junior.” 
The tribute of “greatness” was 
given to a man widely denounced. 
It will be argued, of course, that 
the cases of Senators McCarthy and 
La Follette are not parallel because 
the one smeared individuals and 
the other smeared his own govern­ 
ment or. because one allegedly en­ 
gaged in improper campaigning and 
the other did not. 
It makes one 
wonder how many people in Amer­ 
ica, inside and outside public life, 
who profess to be “liberals,” sin­ 
cerely subscribe to the doctrine laid 
down by the late Justice Oliver 
Wendell Holmes of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, who 
once defined freedom of speech as 
“freedom for the thought we hate.”

Inside The Embassy 
In these surroundings, the Com­ 
munist Czech embassy ought to ap ­ 
pear lonely. Externally, however, it 
doesn’t. It looks as well kept as any 
other of the dignified gray stone 
buildings along embassy row. In ­ 
side, however, it’s different. 
I have been inside the Czech 
embassy only once in the years since 
it was taken over by tHe Commun­ 
ists, and that was on a visit In be­ 
half of the American Legion to see 
whether the children of Czechoslo­ 
vakia might be permitted to par­ 
ticipate in the Legions Tide of 
Toys. * 
The downstairs of the embassy is 
about the same as that of any other 
embassy — huge marble stairway, 
rather impressive, leading to liv­ 
ing quarters above. The room in 
which the ambassador received me, 
however, had seen better days. The 
brocade on the walls, reminiscent 
of the golden era when Americans 
didn’t have to woryr about income 
taxes, was bleached 
and 
worn; 
while the general atmosphere was 
one of stale tobacco and disuse. 
Ambassador 
Vladimir 
Outrata, 
who then 
represented 
Czechoslo­ 
vakia, was extremely cagey about 
permitting 
the 
children * of 
his 
country to receive Christmas toys 
from the American Legion. 
He 
wanted to know how many toys 
there would be, and seemed horri­ 
fied that there might be as many 
as one freight-car load. It was ob­ 
vious th at he didn’t want anything 
to dispel the Communist myth th at 
the American people—even includ­ 
ing our children—are the mortal 
enemies of the Czech children. 
In the end, the ambassador said 
he would have to consult his govern­ 
ment. and after two weeks the an­ 
swer arrived—as I expected, in the 
negative. 
In 
brief, 
Communist 
Czechoslovakia did not want any 
tokens of people-to-people friend­ 
ship from the American Legion or 
from American children.

Historic Press Conference 
Somber, 
unhappy 
Ambassador 
Outrata, whom I interviewed, has 
now been replaced by Ambassador 
Vladimir Prochazka. He is the man 
who in an historic hour and a half- 
long interview tried 
to tell the 
Communist side of the Oatis case, 
submitted to questions, and threw 
out 
hints 
th at 
his 
government 
might be ready to call it quits re­ 
garding Oatis if the U. S. relaxed 
its economic and propaganda pres­ 
sure. 
The details of 
th at 
interview 
have been well portrayed in the 
press. But some of the detailed facts 
behind 
that interview have not 
been portrayed. 
They began last August when a 
long caravan of trucks camped out 
in a Bavarian wheat field late one 
night and 
began the eerie and 
rather fantastic job of releasing. 
balloons carrying friendship mess­ 
ages to the Czechoslovak people. 
A lot of people in this country 
at first pooh-poohed the idea. Un­ 
questionably it was an experiment. 
But systematically for two weeks a 
total of 11,000,000 messages were 
dropped over Czechoslovakia, the 
equivalent of one message for every 
third man, woman and child in the 
country. 
Simultaneously, Radio Free Eu­ 
rope, run by the National Commit­ 
tee for a Free Europe, began aug­ 
menting this balloon barrage. The 
effect has been electrifying. 
The story of these balloons has 
swept 
Czechoslovakia.

now knows about them, and those 
who haven’t seen the messages have 
heard about them.

WASHINGTON 
Before very long, the fl#al settle­ 
ment of the embittered controversy 
about the size of the Air Force 
ought to be publicly announced. 
After the most prolonged and labor­ 
ious discussion, which at one point 
kept tile Joint Chiefs of Staff in 
almast continuous session for IO 
days on end, the heads of the ser­ 
vices have reached a g r e e m e n t 
among themselves. The agreed plan 
only awaits the approval of Pres­ 
ident Truman to become official. 
If the President approves, which 
seems almost certain, the plan will 
provide for expansion of the Air 
Boree from 95 to about 140 groups— 
the exact figure is still secret but 
this is the general scale. Tile in­ 
crease in over-all airpower will al­ 
low a much larger investment in 
tactical air power, thus remedying 
our gravest weakness in the air. On 
the basis of current scheduling, this 
great 
increment of 
A m e r i c a n 
strength will be completed by 1954. 
In money terms, the agreement 
reached by the Joint Chiefs will 
mean that about $3,750,000,000 of the 
$5,000,000,000 supplemental defense 
appropriation 
recently 
voted 
by 
Congress, will be allocated to Air 
Force expansion, while much of the 
rest will go to added Naval air 
strength. This will get the program 
started. 
Approval Obvious 
In the two following fiscal years, 
the huge capital outlays Involved in 
the expansion of the Air Force will 
add about $10,000,000,000 annually 
to the defense budget. And when 
the period of capital spending is at 
an end, the Air Force expansion will 
result in a regular annual bill for 
maintaining the armed forces of a 
little under $40,000,000,000, instead 
of about $35,000,000,000 as previously 
projected. 
It has long been very obvious that 
Air Force expansion would event­ 
ually be approved, in one form or 
another. The reason is that the Air 
Force has not one, but two main 
jobs — its own specialized job of 
building strategic air power, and its 
cooperative job of providing tac­ 
tical air support to the ground 
forces. In the past, because of bud­ 
getary and other pressures, the 
problem of tactical air has been 
neglected. 
When the present struggle started, 
the air staff prepared a plan for a 
163 group air force, which was spon­ 
sored by Secretary of Air Thomas 
K. Finletter and Gen. Hoyt S. Van­ 
denberg. This first air force plan 
involved an increase in strategic air 
power even greater than the pro-

This is a great Change from th# 
old rule of the Joint Chiefs, th at in­ 
creases in appropriations for any 
single sci vice automatically led to 
increases in the appropriations of

services,

these were needed or not. 
In the main, however, the agree­ 
ment that has now been reached 
signifies a triumph for the civilian 
element of the defense establish­ 
ment, and especially for Secretary 
of Defense Robert A. Lovett. Th# 
new, climate in which agreement of 
the Joint Chiefs became possible 
was largely created by the hard 
work of Lovett, and by the constant

Moreover, the outlook for com­ 
promise was very far from hopeful 
even at the end of the period, some 
weeks ago, when the Joint Chief# 
hardly left their conference tabla 
for ten days on end. At that time, 
their prospective disagreement wa# 
reported to Secretary Lovett. H i 
had 
already 
established 
another 
new priciple, that he would no 
longer accept a simple “split paper,* 
such as the Joint Chiefs regularly 
produced in the past; but would 
insist that a report of disagreement 
be accompanied by a formal request 
from the Joint Chiefs for a final 
settlement of their differences by 
the civilian authority. 
When 
Lovett quietly 
indicated 
th at his new principle would be in­ 
sisted upon, the Joint Chiefs went 
back to work and hammered out 
their compromise. In every way this 
is a great and reassuring event.

And we cannot very well 
boast of freedom under the Amer­ 
ican system if we are going to 
change that system and force th# 
people to surrender more libertie# 
to a centralized government.” 
In a word, what Byrnes proposed

Farmers Advised Of Part 
In Civil Defense Program

are designed to skim off the debris which would otherwise clog the 
conduits as the water rushes to the dam during heavy cloudbursts. 
Army Engineers said the racks will probably have to be cleaned 
after every heavy storm. Work on the Valley Street flood project, 
which began January 16, 1950, has been completed and the Cumber­ 
land Contracting Company is now busy resurfacing the thoroughfare.
